We, the class of 1965, are at this very moment standing on the 
threshold of a new and different life. We tuck our hard earned 
degrees under our arms and venture off to seek our places in this 
vast society.

The upper classmen . . . how they 
impressed us with their knowledge and jargon: WUS, WAA, SUB, 
NFCUS (now CUS). 

For every student, Frosh Week provided a memorable round of 
dances, coffee parties, rallies, Frosh Court, and new faces. How exciting 
it was, and what a shock for some and a relief for others at the end 
of the week to realize that it was time to get down to work to prove 
to our families, friends and professors that we could handle the 
academic pressures we would be facing. 

Many adjusted rapidly and easily to an academic life, but many 
pursued a life of pleasure — social activities, clubs, fraternities, sports. 
Each of us, however, had to learn to choose carefully and balance our 
lives between academic and extracurricular activities, and in doing this 
obtain satisfaction from both. 

For many of us, coming to university was our first separation from 
home. We recall the letters we wrote telling of the wonders of 
University life. How we appreciated the moral and often financial 
support our parents gave us. How we loved the CARE packages full 
of good things to eat that our thoughtful Moms would send our way. 
Maturation and independence continued within us, yet we cherished 
the Thanksgivings and the Christmases we spent with our families. 

We look back over the highlights of each year, and the activities 
that were annual successes. We recall the Wauneita Formals, our first 
year held on the rink in the Physical Education building; Bar None, 
the last big—and was it big—dance held each spring to end the 
year's extracurricular program. There were Blood Drives where we 
stood in line for hours, the very first time only to faint at the 
moment of the critical accepting ceremony — the finger prick. We 
think of Treasure Van, located differently each year so we literally 
had to fallow the arrows of a treasure hunt to find it. It was in the 
Wauneita Lounge one year, Lister Hall the next, and the Armed 
Services building last year. We think of Color Night, Varsity Guest 
Weekend, and Students’ Union elections. 


With pride we regard the sportsmanship displayed by our campus 
athletes. The Golden Bowl of '63 made the Golden Bears Canada¬ 
wide University football champions. Hockey, judo, wrestling and other 
championships have been won as well. This was the intervarsity scene. 
Intramural sports, too, are increasing in popularity every year. The 
Gateway has brought CUP trophies to our campus and we have 
seen our McGoun debating team hailed the winners. 

The new Students' Union Building began as a dream our first year 
on campus, and now, due to student initiative and effort, it is at the 
blueprint stage. Construction will soon begin. 

We remember too, the other highlights: the kidnapping of Engineer 
Queens—later rescued from places like Banff and Saskatoon, the 
footprints up the side of the Chemistry building, the controversial 
“Wall'' built by the Engineers to raise money for WUS, the hundreds 
of letters to the Gateway. We saw the First Annual Commerce Rodeo 
become a big success. French Canada Week was a highlight of our 
senior year. As a result of it, our university is known across Canada 
for its efforts in helping to solve the problems of communication and 
understanding between French Canada and English Canada. 

Since our freshman days, the skyline of the campus has changed 
considerably. The two towering residences this year house over 
1,000 students and another will soon be built. Lister Hall, the new 
Education building, Student Health Services, Cameron Library, and the 
Household Economics building have all been added to the physical 
layout of the University. 

Able, energetic student leaders have guided student government. 
We are particularly proud of this year's Students' Union President 
whose efforts were able to “freeze the fees" for at least another 
year. Past Presidents we remember have become Rhodes Scholars and 
National CUS Presidents. 

But for all the fun, and excitement that comes to mind as we 
reminisce, we have not forgotten why we came to university. We will 
not neglect to mention the education we sought and our motto 
“quaecumque vera" “Whatsoever things are true”. We pay tribute 
to our professors, our Deans, our University President, Dr. Johns. These 
people have instructed us, guided us and become our friends. It is 
through their continuous efforts, as well as our own, that we, the 
Class of 1 965 are receiving our degrees. 

We cannot pretend to know anywhere near all there is to know 
about our subjects. We fully realize that although our university career 
may be terminating, because of the personality and character it has 
helped us develop, we will continuously expand our knowledge. In the 
coming years we will realize even more the tremendous debt we owe
